Loss of approximately $125,000 was 
eaused at 2 o'clock this morning by a 
fire which gutted the garage of the 
Automobile Service company, at 23 
South Forsyth street, destroying or 
badly damaging between 75 and 100 
antomobiles and trucks stored there 
by individuals and Atlanta firms. 

The fire was a spectacular one, and 
its docation aided in attracting large 
crowds despite the early hour. The 
garage is directly in the rear of fire 
department headquarters on Alabama 
street, and is across the street from 
The Constitution building and the M. 
Rich and Brothers company store. 

Fire Is Discovered. 

The origin of the blaze has not been 
determined. Charles Griffin, night 
foreman of the garage, was in his of- 
fice in the front of the building when 
the blaze started. He had just sold a 
gallon of oil to a customer and had 
returned to his office to make up his 
report for the day. 

His attention was attracted by 
smoke and looking out toward the 
rear of-the building, he cowld see neth- } 
ing for a moment, then came a great 
wave of flames. 

Griffin ran around the corner to 


the fire atation and notified the fire- 
men. A general alarm was turned in|: 
and soon streams were gee on ax 
blaze from ned | possible angle.

PRINCE IS PROTESTANT, BRIDE IS CATHOLIC - ':: 


To Shatter Old Traditions 


Recsoniet: Italy, September 21 peek 
royal wedding which will sbatter a 
tradition of hundreds of years’ stand- 
ing will oceur within the walls of the 
summer palace Wednesday when Prin- 
cess Mafalda, second daughter of the 
king and queen of Italy, will wed 
Prince Philip of Hesse, nephew of the 
former German kaiser. 

Prince Philip is a Protestant, a 
member of the Lutheran church, 
which takes its name from the arch- 
foe of the Holy Roman church. 

In all the years since the Italian 
house of Savoy has flourished, none 
of its daughters ever married a Pro- 
testant. That and the “act that Prince 
Philip is a prince without a principal- 
ity, owing to the effect of the war 
upon royal Germans, is sufficient 
proof that pretty Mafalda is entering 
into a love match. 

In this she follows the lead of her 
older sister, Yolanda; who chose to 
marry an army officer a couple of 
years ago, when several more exalted 
males would have been glad of her 
favor. 

A pretty gesture, harking back to 
the time when royal largess was a 
greater matter than now, will be the 


prelude to the walding. From among 
the poor folk of Racconigi, 200 per- 
sons have been selected as guests 
for a banquet on Tuesday, which they 
will be served by the titled ladies and 
patronesses of the royal Italian court.

Besides these two officers, the court 
heard stories, some lengthy and others 
eryptic, of 21 other survivors, of the 
disaster, which cost 14 lives and 
brought to an end the career of the 
only lighter-than-air fighting ship the

‘Go up quickly, colonel.’ I ran along 
the catwalk so as to give others room.” 

Only a few others came up, how- 
ever, Commander Landsdowne and the 
others remaining in the control car to 
meet their death in the sudden plunge 
to earth. 

Colonel Hall told the court tat the 
ship parted quickly, and he saw the 
afier and main section drift away 
anl the control car fall. Commander 
Rosendah] took charge of the bow 
section, and with the aid of Colonel 
Hall and Lieutenant Anderson and 
others in this section, finally suc- 
ceeded in getting the bag to earth on 
a hillside, 10 miles from where the 
main portion of the wreckage fell. 

Kept Perfect Order. 


“While I was in the control car,” 
said Colonel Hall, “perfect order and 
discipline were maintained and duties 
were performed fully. The conduct of 
Commander Lansdowne in this emer- 
geney and that of \he members of the 
crew was noteworthy. When the ship 
was going down very rapidly, Com- 
mander Lansdowne said: ‘She's fall- 
ing fast now, but she will slow up.’” 

“IT am sure his demeanor and con- 
duct encouraged the cfficers and crew, 
just as it encouraged me.” 

Before hearing the accounts of the 
survivors, the courr, at its opening 
session, decided to cvll for the present 
only survivors of the disaster.

Text of Message. 

Following is the message of the 
mayor: 

“To the General Council of the City 
of Atlanta. 
“Gentlemen : 

“I am handing you herewith a pe 
tition from property owners and resi- 
dents near Peachtree creek and the 
city disposal plant. 
| “The complaint of these citizens is 
justified and some immediate action 
should be taken with a view of mov- 
;ing the disposal plant on Peachtree 
creck to a point near Chattahoochee 
| river. 
| “The city probably has a sufficient 


other disposal plants. 

This was done under the plans of a na- 
tionally known sanitary engineer, Mr. Her- 
ring, and for several years relief was af- 
forded—the disposal plants carrying off the 
sewage sent through them and discharging 
the effluent in unobjectiona! form. 


Plant Inadequate. 


At that time Engineer Herring reportd 
that the Peachtree creek plant as then con- 
structed would serve its purpose for only a 
few years and that it would be necessary 
from time to time to increase its capacity, 
otherwise it would not be many years before 
the situation would be as bad as before the 
construction of the plant. 

Since then the city has steadily grown 
until today it has a population of consid- 
erably more than twice as large as that at 
the time when this plant was constructed. 

The consequence is that the condition 
created by the inadequacy of this pliant 
is worse than that existing at the time 
the city found it absolutely necessary to 
build the plant. This condition was recog- 
nized in the year 1921, when under the 
bond issue then authorized $1,500,000 was 
set apart for sewer extension and sewage 
treatment, it being specifically stated at 
that time that one of the first things to 
be done in addition to the extension of 
certain sewer mains was to increase the 
capacity of the city’s disposal plants, 

The citizens living and owning property 
along Peachtree creek felt assured that at- 
tention would be given accordingly and 
endured the constantly increasing menace 
growing out of the inadequacy of the dis- 
posal plants in the hope that with the 
proceeds of the bond issue relief would be 


assured, 
Demand on Plant. 

The demand, however, for the extension 
of sewer mains has been such that this 
fund has been practically exhausted with- 
out any steps having been taken to increase 
the capacity of the disposaal plants in such 
a measure as would enable them to care 
for the sewage effluent of the city. 

The condition growing out of the inad- 
equacy of the Peachtree creek disposal plant 


is today far worse than ever. More raw 
sewage is being dumped into Peachtree 
| creek than at the time when the city found 
it absolutely necessary to take immediate 
| eethon against the then existing nuisance. 

The population of the city is rapidly in- 
creasing and if action is further delayed 
the situation will be unbearable.

- THE CHEROKEE TRAIL. 


In a recent issue of The Consti- 
tution appeared a story telling of 
the movement for a_ cross-state 
highway from Fome to Gainesville, 
to be called the Cherokee Trail. 


The citizens along the proposed 
highway are intently interested in 
having the connecting roads, link- 
ing these two cities, placed upon 
the state system map, under the 
recent provision of the assembly 
adding to the state mileage. 

There is not an east and west 
state highway north of Atlanta with 
the exception of that between Blue 
Ridge and Clayton—not one that 
touches the northwestern part of 
the states The people of Gaines- 
ville going to Rome, or visa versa, 
are compelled to make the elbow 
around by Atlanta if they travel the 
State highways. This makes prac- 
tically double the mileage, and 
while Atlanta is anxious for every 
motorist whbd can come to and 
through this city, there is no good 
excuse for compelling such delays 
of time, and such excess mileage, 
for Georgians making business trips 
across tie state. Time is the es- 
sence of business, and to force a 
hundred-and-twenty-mile trip that 
should be made in sixty is inex- 
cusable. | 

The highway proposed has car- 
ried the name of the Cherokee Trail 
Since the old Indian days. It links 
wonderfully prosperous farming 
areas and a number of prosperous 
north Georgia towns. Reinhart 
college at Waleska is on the route. 

The Cherokee Trail association 
has been organized with W: S. EI- 
liott, of Canton, president. That 
organization has asked for a hearing 
before the state highway board, and 
it is earnestly hoped the road may 
be taken over by the state System, 
put to a grade, and paved at the 
earliest possible moment. At Gaines- 
Ville it would connect with two or 
more interstate highways and at 
Rome it would touch a gateway to 
and from the central west. Its 
gceatest appeal, however, is to facil- 
itate the business of the people of 
the state. -

THE FEET AS VESTIGAL 
APPENDAGES. 

In a traffic jam it is not difficult 
to fear that feet are destined to fol- 
low the tonsils, wisdom teeth, gall- 
sac and appendix into evolutionary 
desuetude, and the fear is not assuaged 
when one finally gets through by ex- 
hibiting the caduceus by which the 
alert traffic cop distinguishes doctors 
from folks, to find these inquiries on 
the very top of the first pile of the 
day's mail: 

“Would you mind helping a feller 
. I have trouble with my feet, 
‘little blisters between the toes. There 


‘is no odor only they itch so bad the 


skin cracks. One doctor recommend- 
ed that I use alum, and another gave 
me inward medicine—he said it was

If 
any part of the body needs porous, 
loose clothing which will not interfere 
too much with ventilation and evap- 
oration, it is the feet, yet by fashion 
and custom we encase the feet in a 
practically impervious covering at all 
times.

If you can’t or will not go candid- 
ly barefoot, then go as bare as foot 
as you will or can whenever you can.

A year and a day before I was 
born—and that was near three-quar- 
ters of a century ago—the mayor and

Cost of the City Hall. 


There was much discussion for twe 
years over what should be spent for 
a city hall, The growing importance 
of the city and of its official business 
demanded the building. Some enthu- 


siasts thought $20,000 should be ex- |5* 


pended on it, but the more conserva- 
tive, arguing that the city orfhy- had 
some 3,000 permanent residents to car- 
ry the burden, stood-out for not more 
than $15,000. At first the mayor was 
authorized to borrow $10,000 with 


bonds, having a ten-year term, but'* 


that limit proved too small and, after 
the city hall was completed, we find 
a listed liability of “City Hall bonds. 
$16,000,” due in 1863. But in 1863 
the city was in the throes of the war 
and no record is etxant now as to 
when and how those bonds were paid, 
if ever. The only man notable in 
the citizenship of that day who is still 
with us is Colonel Albert Howell, Sr. 


Just Roosting Around. 


After the destruction of the city by 
Sherman “thar warnt no city hall,” 
and no assets or credit with which to 
erect one. In lieu thereof we read 
an ordinance of the city council to this 
effect : 

“The mayor shall keep his office at 
some central point of the business por- 
tion of the city. The rent of said 
office shall be paid by the mayor 
and council. The office of the may- 
or in the business portion of the city 
may be used by the city treasurer, if 
that officer shall desire, and by the 
various committees of council.” 

So Mayors Hulsey, Ezzard, James, 


Dennis Hammond and Judge Ham- 
mock just roosted around wherever 
they could find eligible quarters. 

It was not, I believe, until Mayor 
Sam B. Spencer’s regime that the city 
and county came to terms and the mu- 
nicipal headquarters were set up in 
the old courth®use, where the state 
capitol now stands. 


Change of Landlords. 


When the state took over the court- 
house property, a new courthouse was 
erected at Hunter and Pryor streets, 
but no provision made for the city’s 
offices therein. 

The chamber of commerce erected 
its building on an opposite corner from 
the courthouse and the city leased 
most of it to serve as its city hall. 
There it domiciled until the purchase 
of the old postoffice building from the 
federal. government. 

That is now our city hall—and a 
bum one it is, to be sure. It is in- 
adequate, ill-adapted and peneath the 
dignity, the pride and the necessities 
of this present and increasing metrop- 
olis. The building is one of those 
architectural abortions that A. B. 
Mullett saddled on the nation when 
he was supervising architect of the 
treasury department.

America, comes as “honest men and 
gentlemen to find out what France 
owes and to arrange to pay it ac- 
cording to our capacity.”

‘That is 
the first proposition. 

“The second is that if he resells 
the tickets at not more than 50 cents 
above the cost price, he is to pay the 
government 5 per cent of the profit. 
but if they are sold for more than 50 
cents above what they cost him, then 
the government takes 50 per cent of 
all the profits. This is the law. 

“We are not going to be unreason- 
able, but we do intend to protect the 
interests of the United States, so we 
are making this proposition: If per- 
sons planning to resell the tickets they 
hate bought will report to our office, 
we will eollect the taxes and forego 
the printing of the names O6n the 


tickets.”

Cotton Market :

‘rop emotions were rather pessi- 
mistic last week and the market ad- 
vanced. We call them crop emotions 


rather than estimates, for they have 
become entirely psychic and have lost 
any mathematical quality. Like all 
emotions they vacillate, and after the 
next government report ix out of the 
way, they may become optimistic 
again. Just at present, every one ex. 
pects that a substantial decline in 
the indicated crop will be shown by 
the official estimate to be issued on 
September 25 

But what difference dces it make? 
Here is a comparison between the 
outturn and the official estimates is- 
sued at about this time for the last 
five years: . 

Date of repert, 1924, as of Septem- 
ber 16: Estimate, 12,596,000: out- 
turn, 13,628,000; error, 1,032,000. 

1923, as of September 25: BEsti- 
mate, 11,015,000; outturn. 10,140,- 
000 ; error, 875,000. 

1922, as of September 25: Bsti- 
mate, 10,135,000; outturn, 9,762,000: 
error, 373,000. 

1921, as of September 25: KEsti- 
mate, 6,037,000; outturn, 7,954,000; 
error, 1,417,000. 

1920, as of September 25: Esti- 
mate, 12,123,000; outturn 13,439,000; 
error, 1,316,000. 

Special attention is directed to 
these figures that the trade may real- 
ize the nutter worthlessness of govern- 
ment estimates or any other estimates 
issued at this time of the year and 
the danger of relying upon them. 

The ginning up to September 16 
will probably afford a safer?basis for 
calculation. Last year, °2,666,000 
bales passed through the gins up to 
that date, and of this quantity 1.- 
719,000 bales were ginned between 
September 1 and September 16. This 
year 1,895,000 bales were ginned ap 
to September 1, and as the erop is 
very early and opening rapidly, 't 
not unlikely that a total of 4.- 


is 


000,000 bales will have been ginned 
up to September 16. 

Last year was the first in which the 
ginning up to September 16 was re- 
ported, and a comparison with its 
figures would be misleading. but if 
the forthcoming report shows that as 
much as 4,000,000 bales were ginned 
up to last Wednesday, faith in esti- 
mates of under 14,000,000) Bales will 
be badly shaften. 

But the importance of the crop ques- 
tion has been exaggerated and a varia- 
tion of even 500,000 bales in the yield 
is less important than the fact that 
selling orders to hedge cotton grown 
in Kast India and the Argentine were 
executed in New York last week. This 
is somewhat unusual, and it indicates 
that at above 25 cents, the American 
markets may begin to feel the weight 
of the large cotton crops that will be 
grown outside of the United States 
this season. 

Prophecies that such a situation 
would arise have been often made, but 
never realized in the past. For this 
reason, the skepticism of the trade in 
regard to the reports now current may 
be justified, but they suggest a con- 
tingency that should not be disre- 
garded. 

But as against any imylication of 
a reaction that may be inferred from 
the foregoing, it will be well to put 
the manifest improvement in the 
American markets for cotton goods 
and the cheerfulness of the reports 
that comé from Europe by both mail 
and cable, 

Liverpool still insists that a shilling 
a pound will be the irreducible mini- 
mum for American cotton this season 
aml many of the Continental mills 
are running overtime. _The prospect 
is that all the cotton grown this year

New York, September 21.—(#)— 
Heavy calling of loans, resulting in 
the marking up of the call money rate 


from 4 1-4 to 6 per cent, precipitated 
a general selling movement in today's 
stock market, which definitely checked 
the speculative operations for the rise. 
The brenk came after an initial out- 
burst of strength in the motor shares, 
which carrie General Motors, Stude- 
baker and Hudson to new 1926 high 
levels on extreme gains; running as 
much as 5 1-2 points above last week's 
closing quotations. 

Call money's stiffening tendency 
was generally attributed ta, the correc- 
tion of the $15,600,000 deficit in re- 
serve shown in last Saturday’s clear- 
ing house statement. Net declines 
ranged from 1 to 5 points, with the 
sharpest breaks taking place in high- 
priced industrial specialties, whose 
rapid advance has been a feature of 
recent markets. Trading was heavy 
in volume, the day’s sales running well 
over 1,750,000 shares. 

Trade and financial news was large- 
ly favorable, suggesting that outside 
news developments were having little 
effect at present on market move- 
ments. Publication of the first An- 
gust railroad earnings reports, which 
made an vnusually favorable compari- 
gon With the same month last year, 
brought about a temporary display of 
strength in the rails, but later they 
fell back in sympathy with the indus- 
trials, although the losses were not 
as large. 

Kansas City Southern, the first 
road to report actual figures, showed 
net railway operating income of 
$495,985 last month, as against $406,- 
S60 in the corresponding month of 
1924, bringing total operating income 
for the first eight months of the year 
to $3,226,856, as against $2,942.031 
in the same period of the previous 
year, 

Trading in the metor, rubber and 
accessory stocks comprised more than 
one-half of the day’s total business. 


Hudson was again the outstanding 
feature, opening 5 1-2 points higher 
at 85 and then slipping back to 
83 1-2 on realizing. General Motors 
touched a record top at 108 3-8 and 
then dropped back to 105 1-4. for a 
net gain of two. points on the day. 


Studebaker reached new high ground 
at 5S 1-8, but closed fractionally low- 
er at 56 5-8. Stewart Warner was 
run up over four points to a record 
top at 79 1-2, and closed within a 
fraction of the high. American 
Kosch Magneto, Mullins Body, Strom- 
berg Carburetor and Yellow Cab 
Manufacturing advanced 1 to 2 1-2 
points, but Dodge common and pre- 
ferred, Kelsey Wheel, Packard, Pierce 
Arrow, Jordan and a few others 
showed net losses of one to nearly 
three points. 

The extent of the decline is illus- 
trated by American Can’s reaction 
frem 244 7-8 to 2238 3-4, and a sub- 
sequent recovery of 240, where it was 
off about 2 1-2 points on the day. 
Other popular issues to show net de- 
clines of two or more were American 
Car and Foundry, Baldwin, Inter- 
national Harvester, Pullman, Cer- 
tainteed Products, Montain Power, 
Sears Roebuck, Westinghouse Air- 
brake and Worthington Pump. 

American and Foreign Power de- 
veloped outstanding independent 
strength by moving up over four 
points to a record high at 50 3-4, 
when the selling movement in other 
sections of the list was at its height. 
The Market Street Railway issues al- 
so moved against the current trend. 

Call money opened at 4 1-4 per 
cent, advanced to 5 1-2 and thence 
to 6, duplicating the years high 
price, while bank loans to the ex- 
tent of $35,000,000 or more were be- 
ing called. Time money aud com- 
mercial paper rates were unchanged. 

Foreign exchange rates were slight- 
ly reactionary. Demand sterling eased 
to $4.84 3-16 and Italian lire and 
Belgian franes each ruled about two 
points lower around 4.09 cents and 
4.39 cents, respectively.- French francs 
held firm at 4.73 1-2 cents, on reports 
that the French debt mission would 
present a concrete proposal, involving 
immediate payments for the _ settle- 
ment of its debt to this country.

NURSE I$ LYNCHED 


Milledgeville, Ga., September 21.— 


(/)—Willie Dixon, alias Sims, negro, 
who last Tuesday attacked and killed 
Miss Amy Oxford, nurse at the asylum 
at Milledgeville, with a pickhandle, 


_ was quietly carried from Colony farm, 


two miles from the asylum last night 
into Wilkinson county by a small band 
_ of men who chained him to a tree and 


beat him to death with a pick handle. 
The body of the negro, still chained 


' to the tree, was found early today. 


The pick handle used as the instru- 
ment to produce death, was found 
nearby. 

The officers of Wilkinson county 
began an investigation and a coro- 
ner’s jury held an inquest and re- 
turned a verdict that the negro met 
death at the hands of parties un- 
known. No arrests have been made as 
officers in Wilkinson and Baldwin 
counties say they have failed to get 
any clue as to the identity of the men 


who carried the negro from the Colony 


farm to the place where he was put 
to death. 
Miss Oxford, head of the occupation 
and vocational department of the asy- 
lum, was attacked by the negro last 


‘Tuesday as she was passing the negro 


ward and she was beaten to death 
before assistance could be rendered 
her. Dixon was sent to the asylum 
about a year ago from Richmond 
county. 

After the inquest this morning, the 
body was taken in charge by county 
officers and will be buried.

FIRE LOSS TOLL 
ALARMS COOLIDGE 


Washington, September 20.—(A.P.) 
Concern over the increase in the na- 
tion’s fire loss which in recent 
months has been the heaviest in his- 
tory, is expressed by President Coo- 
lidge in his annual fire prevention 
week proclamati6n. 


The proclamation, issued today, 
recommended that the week begin- 
ning Sunday, October 4, be observed 
as national fire prevention week. 
Appealing to state and municipal 
officials, civic organizations, school 
authorities and all citizens and or- 
ganized bodies for fullest cooperation 
in improving conditions, the presi- 
dent declared that there is need for 
‘‘earnest study of the principles of 
fire protection as a practical measure 
of national economy.’’ 


Fires in the United States during 
1924, the proclamation stated, caused 
the loss of 15,000 lives and of prop- 
erty exceeding $548,000,000 in value 
—the heaviest toll in history, with 
the loss for the first half of this 
year exceeding the corresponding 
period of 1924, 


Fire losses in Great Britain are less 
than $1 per capita each year while 
the American per capita loss approxi- 
mates $5, the président pointed out, 
emphasizing the need for renewed 
prevention efforts.
